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An Antenna Tuning Rule of Thumb 
Ric Hulett, N6AJS 


Spring has arrived in the bay area, and it’s time: 
:to hang up some new wire antennas behind the: 
: house : 


Most of us have done this, cutting a half-wave: 
:dipole to the approximate length (long, if we're: 
:lucky!), and hanging it between the trees. A: 
: quick SWR sweep shows that the resonant fre-: 
quency isn’t where it needs to be. Need to: 
: shorten the dipole — but by how much? 


i Here’s a rule of thumb | use to estimate the! 
: amount to trim: : 


i Trim length = DeltaF * 3 /F’ 
: where: Trim Length is in inches 

DeltaF is in Kilohertz 
F is in Megahertz 
:It’S easy enough to do in your head, with a bit of 
: practice. 
Here is an example using a 40-meter dipole 


‘Target Frequency = 7250. Measured resonant: 
: frequency is 7150 — 100KHz too low! i 


t T=3*DeltaF/F° 


: Trim length is 3 times 100 divided by 49. Since: 
:this is an approximation, we can divide by 50: 
:instead of 49, giving a trim length of 300/50 = 6: 
:inches on each side of the half-wave dipole. It’s: 
: approximate, but works pretty well. : 


:Here is another example, for an 80-meter an-: 
: tenna. 


‘Target resonant frequency is 3.550 MHz. i 
: Measured resonance is 3800 — 250 KHz too: 
: high. : 


We calculate F* again. Say, 3.5 times 3.5 =! 
: 12.25 (approximately 12). 


: T=3*250 / 12 = 62 inches, close enough. This : 
:formula is imperfect, so if you need to make ai 
:major adjustment like this, you should adjust so : 
that your next trial is a few inches long: plan- 
:ning to make one more adjustment. : 


: Give this a try, the next time you are tuning your} 
: dipole! 


Ham Radio Outlet Is Moving 


The rumors are true. HRO is moving the Oak- 
land store to Sacramento Your reporter spoke 
to HRO founder Robert Ferrero, W6KR to dis- 
cuss the move. 


Robert started Ham Radio Outlet as a single 
store in Burlingame, in 1971. Over the last fifty 
years, they have grown to a total of a dozen 
stores: Anaheim and San Diego in California, 
Atlanta, Denver, Portland, Phoenix, Milwaukee, 
Plano Texas, New Castle Delaware, Salem 
New Hampshire, Woodbridge Virginia, and of 
course the new, larger store in Sacramento. 


The Oakland store closing is estimated for May 
27, and the new store will should open mid- 
June. 


Mail order and shipping will not be interrupted. 
Shipping for most items from Sacramento to the 
Bay Area should be one day. Robert told me, 
“We're still here for the ham community.” 


The new store, located at 4813 Auburn Boule- 
vard in Sacramento, will encompass 15,000 
square feet — significantly larger than the Oak- 
land store. It will be big enough to have the HF 
base station radios, the HF mobiles and VHF 
radios all on display for hams to try. 


HRO wouldn't leave the Bay Area, but the city 
of Oakland is taking over their building, and 
they could not pay Bay Area rents and keep the 
prices that the ham community expects. 


Ham Radio Outlet has supported PAARA with a 
full-page ad in PAARAgraphs for many years. 
Robert said “Clubs are important, like radio 
stores. Ham radio is a complex hobby, and we 
need to have places for people to come and 
find out about Ham Radio, ask questions, and 
learn about the many facets of our hobby”.
